OTTAWA, Feb, 17.—There was 
conjecture in the capital over an 
extensive public works program 
planned by the government as 
members of the house of com- 
mons rested after the first week 
of business sessions. 

Main estimates were still before 
the house when it adjourned Sat- 
urday although $1,758,400,000 of 
money votes had been passed 
While the main estimates provide 
only for the process of government 
under’ normal con@tions, it has 
been announced provision will be 
made later for public works 


DETAILS LACKING 


Details were lacking but it was 
understood revenue-producing un- 
dertakings would form the basis of 
the program. Siffplementary esti- 
mates will provide also for relief 
and railways deficits 

Before the house adjourned Sat- 
urday it was told the government 
had loaned British Columbia 
$4,300,000. It also heard Mayor G 
G. MeGeer of Vancouver (Lib 
Vancouver-Burrard) lead an attack 
on the policy of buying armoriecs 
on the instalment plan. Mr. Me- 
Geer said the militia had depended 
too much upon private subscription 
and that when the King’s Jubilee 
was celebrated last year many of 
the soldiers were prevented from 
marching owing to lack of proper 
shoes. 


QUESTION RAISED 

During the week, which saw the 
Mackenzie King government 
emerge with a 200 majority in its

Rep. O’Connor Angered by 
Attack of Detroit Radio | 
Priest 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17. — 
Angered by an attack Father 
Charles E. Coughlin made upon him 
in a radio address, Rep. John J. 
OConnor (D, N.Y.) last night 
telegraphed the priest an invitation 
to come to Washington and be 
kicked down Pennsylvania avenue. 

“I shall guarantee to kick you 
all the way from the capitol to the 
White House, with clerical garb and 
all the silver in your pockets which 
you got by speculating in Wall 
Street,” said the text of the tele- 
gram as made public by O'Connor, 
the chairman of the house rules 
committee. 


CHARGED INTIMIDATION 

Father Coughlin, fighting for the 
Frazier-Lemke bill to refinance 
farm mortgages through issuance of 
new currency up to a $3,000,000,000 
maximum, had charged that O'Con- 
nor intimidated members of the 
house to get them to remove their 
signatures from a petition designed 
to force a house vote on the mea- 
sure, Father Cughlin declared Rep.

CHICAGO, Feb. 17.—William 
Phillips, under-secretary of state 
and former minister to Canada, 
served indirect notice Sunday 
that the United States will insist 
upon retention of the principle of 
the “open door” in China. 


He also made plain that this 
government expects Soviet Russia 
jto live up to its pledge to refrain 
‘from Communist propaganda in 


United States. 
CLOSER RELATIONSHIP 

The state department spokesman

No cabinet has or can have a se- 
cure majority. All government is @ 
matter of compromise and of the 
adoption of the tactics of ward poli- 
ticians, The result is insecurity and 
constant bewilderment, artd the im- | 
possibility of formulating and carry- 
ing out a definite, long-range pol- 
icy about anything. 


CABINETS LACK 
PUBLIC RESPECT 

The consequence of this has been 
that France now faces a complete 
Jack of confidence in herself. No 
cabinet has the respect of the peo-| 
ple. And the final result of this 
tragic situation has been a growing | 
threat of mob rule and civil war} 
which casts its shadows over every 
session of the Chamber of Deputies. 

This very genuine threat ex- | 
presses itself in two opposing 
camps, each made up of a number 
of groups. One is the radical crowd, 
called “The Popular Frgst,” com- | 
posed of all Communist and Social- 
ist groups — with their fighting 
spearhead known “Jeunesses 
Communists.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17--The 
present cold spell was reported 
Friday by the weather bureau 
to be the most severe in his- 
tory in many places, and, pos- 
sibly, the forerunner of more 
severe winters generally. 

J. B. Kincer, chief of the di- 
vision of climate and crop 
weather, said the current siege 
is remarkable primarily because 
of its length rather than the 
severity of the cold.

The 
same mark was reached at 
Landor, Wyo. on Feb. 8 The 
lowest reading ever recorded in 
the United States in the century 
of records kept by the bureau 
was 66 degrees below zero reg- 
istered at Yellowstone Park, on

JUST IN CASE 

In declining to make public for a time the 
correspondence between the Government and 
Major Douglas, Premier Aberhart took the 
ground that the public interests would not be 
served thereby. 

That is proper ground, and fairly common 
ground, upon which to ask for a measure of 
executive secrecy. While it is not imaginable in 
the present instance how public interests could 
suffer, the warning of the Premier has to be 
accepted, and it is in accord with well-estab- 
lished precedent that the request be acceded 
to by the legislature. 

It might be well however—if it is necessary— 
that the Government should ask for permission 
to make this correspondence public at any time 
when in its judgment that should be done. As 
matters are tending, it is possible the Prernier 
will want to release this correspondence a few 
months hence when the legislature is not sit- 
ting, and he should have clear authority to do 
so. 

JUDGE BOYLE 

Few men were more widely known through- 
out Alberta than the late Judge Boyle. Coming 
west forty years ago, he taught school for a 
time, afterward studying law in the office of 
the late Judge Taylor. 

Always interested in public affairs, he was 
elected to represent Sturgeon in the first leg- 
islature, sat for that riding until 1921, and was 
one of the Edmonton members during the next 
five years, 

He became successively Attorney-General 
and Minister of Education in the Government 
of Premier Sifton, and following the defeat of 
the Stewart Government was for a time leader 
of the Liberals in opposition. 

With a keen analytical mind, a political stra- 
tegist by nature, and a ready debater, he was 
always in the front rank of provincial politics 
until appointed to the bench of the Supreme 
Court some ten years ago. 

As a judge he won the esteem of his associ- 
ates and of the bar, alike for an understanding 
of law and an equally clear understanding of 
human nature, and his going is a distinct loss io 
the judiciary. 

It will be regretted also by personal friends 
and old political associates in all sections of the 
province,

Instead of the “blank cheque” legislation of 
former years, parliament will be asked to pass 
“emergency estimates’-—to provide money with 
which the new Employment Commission may 
undertake worth while public works and pay 
wages, not doles, to the men engaged on them. 

The two terms might be made to mean the 
same thing, but it is to be expected and hoped 
they won't be. They should differ as widely as 
it is possible to restore parliamentary control 
over relief expenditures.

That necessity conceded, the more nearly 
relief expenditures can be put under the same 
direct and detailed parliamentary control as 
ordinary expenditures, the better.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

Three cheers for vitamin D! It not only 
brings health to those who suffer from rickets 
and bad teeth, but it is going to bring about 
$700,000 this year to our fishermen at Prince 
Rupert and elsewhere on the Pacific coast. 

This is the story. Vitamin D can’t be manu- 
factured because the chemists 
don't know exactly what it is. 
They know its chemical com- 
position, but there is some- 
thing more in it than the 
chemist can discover—just as 
our bodies are composed of 
more than so many pounds of 
sulphur, calcium, phosphorus, 
etc, and so many litres of 
hydrogen and oxygen, There 
is something else they can't 
measure—the germ and en- 
ergy of life. They can no more make vitamin 
D out of its constituent parts than they can 
make a human body out of its constituent 
quantities of sulphur, calcium, phosphorus, etc. 

This missing energy that blocks the synthe- 
sizing of vitamin D has some connection with 
sunlight. Ergosterol contains vitamin D. When

ergosterol] is exposed to ultra-violet light the’ 


vitamin D in it becomes enormously potent. 
Certain foods are irradiated to increase 
their content of vitamin D. Yet though it 
can be quickened, it can't be manufactured. 
Mr. D is the myany man of ae vitamin family. 


Cod livers contain considerable quantity of 
vitamin D, and halibut livers contain other 
properties of value to the medical world. Just 


*as calf liver jumped in price when the doctors 


discovered its value as a diet for persons suf- 
fering from anemia, so cod and halibut livers 
that used to be thrown away, now have a 
high value, 

In 1934 the medical organizations bought all 
the halibut livers they could obtain at 22 1-2 
cents a pound on the fish wharf. .That was 
about five times the value per pound that the 
fisherman got for his gutted halibut. 


Last year they raised the price to 40 3-4 
cents per pound for halibut and cod livers. 
This year the drug manufacturing companies 
have concluded contracts to take all the hali- 
but and cod livers that come into Prince Rupert, 
Seattle and other points, at 45 cents a pound. 
Last year the fish liver crop totalled 1,400,000 
pounds, this year it is expected to be higher. 

A codfish has a liver that weighs 3 1-2 per 
cent of his total weignt. Thus a ten pound 
codfish that brings the fisherman 30 cents as 
food will bring him another 15 cents for the 
liver. For the low-priced black cod, the liver 
will be worth as much as the rest of the fish. 
No wonder the fishermen are cheering for the 
medical firms and vitamin D. 

A curious sidelight on the affectional natures 
of politicians with their men friends is given 
in a lawsuit in British Columbia. A Victoria 
business man is suing for divorce. Among the 
letters from men to his wife he files several 
which he says are from a member of the B.C. 
Legislature. 

When the wife is called and questioned 
about the letters from the politician, she says 
she has seen but one of them before, and it 
was a letter in endearing terms written by 
the politician to her husband. She suggests that 
all of the letters of the politician were written 
to her husband, and that he, to injure her, now 
accuses his wife of being their recipient. 

The letters were addressed to “Dear little 
honey” and “Dear little cherub”, and signed 
“ever so lovingly, my darling,” with a string 
of crosses beneath, 

One of the letters said: “If I had my choice 
of all the possessions of the world, and you, my 
little darling, I'd take you, even if it meant 
that I was to sleep in the street.” If an ordin- 
ary individual had written a letter in such 
terms, people would assume that it referred to 
the wife, but the lady insists that the politician 
had her husband in mind when he expressed 
a choice to possess him above all that the world 
can offer. She says that when the politician 
wrote to his “little girlie’ upbraiding her (or 
him) for being cold to him the previous eve- 
ning, it was just a joke he was playing on the 
husband. 

The ways of politicians often resemble those 
of the Almighty insofar as they are past finding 
out. But who'd have guessed it was the hus- 
band he referred to as his “little girlie’ and 
“little cherub.”

In 
the majority of cases the farmer has his own 
home and produces the greater part of his 
food, hence apart from the cost of clothing, 
the basic dividend will represent to him a 
regular monthly income which he can spend 
or invest in any way he chooses, What a 
boon a monthly income of $50 for the farmer 
and wife would be at the present time.”

Eating For Health SIDE GL ~~ — By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Today, I want to tell you something about 
eating for health-—-about the part which diet 
plays in helping you to keep well. Diet refers 
to “the customary allowance of food and drink 
taken by any person from day to day.” In other 
words, your diet depends upon the foods gen- 
erally eaten from the abund- 
ance presented to you. 

The most outstanding fact 
about the medern diet is the 
wide variety of foods avuail- 
able. This is the first time in 
history that the average man 
has had all that he wants to 
eat—had it every day in the 
year. Man's original food 
problem was how to get 
or how to keep from having 
too little food, whereas his 
problem now is how to keep from eating too 
much food. Certainly, food can be had in a 
most extraordinary varicty. 

The food supply of man today is the most 
plentiful supply that has ever been known. It is 
vitally necessary that with all of these differ- 
ent foods presented to us, that we learn to 
choose wisely those foods which are to make up 
our customary diet. It becomes important to 
know what foods to select. In selecting food it 
must be selected with an eye to its quality and 
also quantity. Those foods should be selected 
which provide the food minerals, the vitamins, 
protein, and bulk. Unquestionably, continued 
health depends very largely upon learning how 
to select your food. 

The food generally taken must be correct as 
to quantity. When the quantity is too large, par- 
ticularly as regards the concentrated foods, over 
eating follows as a matter of course. Many peo- 
ple appear to over eat on those foods which 
should be used in reasonable amounts and the 
bulk of the diet may consist of heavy foods. 
The health of such people would be benefited 
by cutting down on the amount of heavy foods 
used. It is said that the Eskimo uses ten pounds 
of solid food a day—a feat which is inadvisable 
for the average person living in a more tem- 
perate climate. 

It is coming to be better and better under- 
stood that diet may prove a very powerful aid 
in promoting the recovery of health after one 
has become sick. The average patient now asks 
his doctor what kind of a diet is best. That is 
a very common question and shows that most 
sick people understand that the cure of prac- 
tically every disease occurs much faster when 
the correct diet is used. In prescribing diets 
the principal good effect to be desired is the 
improvement of the health of the whole body. 
Instead of the idea of curing some particular 
disease state, there is more the idea of improv- 
ing the health of the entire body through the 
feeding of wholesome food. 

One of the most important happenings of 
the last 25 years has been the widespread teach- 
ing on the subject of diet. Knowledge on the 
subject has been disseminated through books 
on nutrition, through magazine articles, and 
through radio broadcasts. The result is that the 
majority of people now know that diet is prob- 
ably the most important single factor to be con- 
sidered in building, good health.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Linda F. wants to know: “Why 
is it that my eyes have such dark circles under 
them?” 

ANSWER: The most common cause of dark 
circles under the eyes is enervation which may 
be produced by working too long, lack of sleep 
or various other excesses. The same dark circles 
may be produced by mal-nutrition. The best 
way to overcome this symptom is to build up 
the health of the entire body through using 
every possible helpful measure. Use a well-bal- 
anced diet, obtain plenty of sleep, secure whole- 
some recreation and see if the discoloration dis- 
appears. If it remains, after trying out good 
habits of living, have an examination. In your 
letter you do not state if you enjoy normal 
health and I therefore have no way of knowing 
whether or not other symptoms are present. 
Without knowing more about your case history 
and without examining you, it is almost im- 
possible to tell you why these circles form.

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| The Ottawa Conferences 


By R. T, ELLIOTT, K.C | 


Week after week the Dominion Ministers and the Provincial 
Premiers and Cabinet Ministers confer at Ottawa about rates of 
interest and methods of taxation; all based on the apparent theory 
that Canada started with about ten million population, still has 
ybout the same population, and will continue on that basis. 


This is a fair criticism, and the basis for it would be removed 
should just one conference be held at Ottawa to consider and 
decide on works of development to double the population of 
Canada, 


Canada alone among all the nations of the world, is in a 
position to more than double its population; bring into active 
working account national assets exceeding in value the entire 
amount of public debts in the Dominion; and bring back earning 
power and real estate values, by means of a capital expenditure 
less in amount than the money now thrown away each year in 
relief expenditures. 


Publication of the fact that the Dominion Government and 
the Provincial Governments had agreed to carry out this policy 
now, would do more practical good to every resident of Canada 
than can ever result from bond re-issues, and redistribution of 
taxation powers. 


Action must take the place of theory before the national life 
of Canada can be revived and restored. It is plain now beyond 
all question that Canada only avoided troublesome unemploy- 
ment between 1867 and 1930 by exporting educated young Cana- 
dians to the United States. In 1930 that avenue was shut off; 
and Canada at tremendous cost, privation and humiliation has 
learned that the educated young Canadian—ready for lifework— 
was the forgotten factor in our national life. Our leaders, politi- 
cal and financial, have been obsessed with the idea that Canada 
was destined to have ten million population and no more. This 
destructive theory is the basis of the present Ottawa Conference 
and not a single constructive suggestion or plan has been brought 
forward. 


The Peace River Empire only needs, transportation facilities; 
the big one hundred million dollar Canadian National Railway 
division reaching tidewater at Prince Rupert—three days Jess 
steaming to the ports of the Orient than any other city on the 
Pacific—only needs steamship conection by contract with one or 
more of the British shipping companies, to be turned into a great 
earning national asset. The billions of tons of ascertained coal 
in the Maritime provinces and in the Western Canadian provinces 
only need adoption by Government of the policy of delivering 
coal at every point in Canada reached by rail at a price equal to 
the governing world price of coal. 


The producing power of every community in Canada will! be 
immediately doubled; the railways will have greatly increased 
earnings; at least five hundred thousand men will be given new 
employment on a permanent basis; and the cost of living will be 
substantially reduced. 


The regions adjoining Hudson Bay have been proved to abound 
in high-grade iron ore and to be underladen with Devonian 
formation indicating oil, The Hudson Bay route to Europe is 
strangled by marine insurance uncertainties which should be 
removed by joint action of the Provinces involved, just as com- 
pletely as the Russians have ended insurance strangulation on 
the routes to North Russian ports. 


A direct line of railway from the Canadian boundary to the 
Hudson Bay terminus should be worked out by a readjustment 
and filling in of gaps in existing lines, so as to offer to the 
Granger States of the U.S.A. a new short route to Europe. 


All these things can be done for less than the present cost 
of relief. Thirty million population is a reasonable estimate. The 
only thing difficult about getting results is to get our political 
and financial leaders to realize that anything in Canada can be 
any good, 


Should any such opportunities exist in South American or 
African territory our financial leaders would oversubscribe any 
quota of the undertaking allotted to Canada.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17. 
Visions of a Pan-American 
League of Nations, possibly sup-

the call by President Rooscvelt 
for a conference of American 
republics in Buenos Aires at an 
early date, 


To congressional leaders who 
jong have advocated strong co-| 
operation between the United 


States and other American nations | 
the conference sounded promising. | 
“Wonderful”, was the description | 
ef Senator King (D-Utah), a 
League of Nations supporter. Sena-| 
tor Vandenberg (R-Mich.), persisi-| 
ent foe of the League, said there | 
was “much to be said” for any pro- | 
posal to bring the Monroe doctrine | 
forward on a co-operative basis 

“The letter is a natural, timely | 
and appropriate agproach toward} 
the preservation of peace on this 
hemisphere,’ said Chairman Pitt- 
man (D-Nev.) of the senate foreign 
relations committee. 

He looked upon it as an oppor- 
tunity to “bring about such co-oper- 
ation jn the Americas as the League 
attempted throughout the entire 
world,” without interfering with 
the League activities of those Am- 
erican republics which are mem- 
bers of the Geneva assembly 

Pittman said he saw no possibil- | 
ity that the United States might be | 
drawn into supporting League of 
Nations “sanctions.” 


FAVORABLE RESPONSE 


From South America came a fav- | 
orable response to the conference, | 
with the view being expresscd that 
all Lalin- American — statesmen 
would welcome a broadening of the} 
“good neighbor” policy earlier pro- 
nounced by President Roosevelt in 
replacement of a Monroe doctrine 
policy interpreted only by the 
United States. 

Even as the conference was being 
arranged, congressional leaders 
planned to write into law next 
week a further recognition of the 
special interest of the country in 
South American republics through 
a special provision in the pending 
neutrality measure.
